Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 7, 2010 has been 
entered. Claims 1, 12, 13, 15, 17-20, 29, and 31 were amended. Claims 33-39 were newly 
added. Claims 1, 5, 9-13, 15, 17-21, 28-29, 31, and 33-39 are currently pending examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 / 103 

3. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) of Claims 1, 5, 8-12, 21, 29, and 31 as 
being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yoon et al. 
are withdrawn because independent Claims 1 and 13 were amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 13-20, 28, 30, and 32 as being 
unpatentable over Yoon et al. in view of Aihara et al. are withdrawn because independent 
Claims 1 and 1 3 were amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1, 5, 9-13, 15, 17-29, 31, 33-39 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the anode material which is a graphite 
powder in which interior portions of fine pores are coated with a carbonized material of 
thermoplastic resign having the characteristics as claimed in Claims 1 and 1 3, specifically an 
average interlayer spacing d(002) of not more than 0.3380 nm and a L(l 12) of not less than 5 
nm as determined by the Gakushin-method for X-ray diffraction of carbon employing an X- 
ray diffraction device.
